Trade Union Members Urge 
Stores to Consider Demands 
for Recognition. 


About 50 women who attended a 
special meeting of the Women's 
Trade Union League, yesterday aft- 
ernoon at Central Library to hear 
striking department store employes 
explain their demands, adopted a 
resolution indorsing the principle of 
organization “for employes and em- 
ployers alike,” and urging depart- 
ment store owners to give: “careful 
consideration to the question of just- 
ice involved in the plea of their em- 
ployes for the right to organize.”’ 

The resolution was offered by Mrs. 
Josephine Poe January of Ferguson, 
chairman of the Women’s Industry 
Division of the Missouri Council of 
National Defénse, after several cash 
girls and saleswomen from depart- 
ment stores, who are now ona 
strike, told of the conditions under 
which they worked. 

The meeting was called by Mrs. 
Sarah Spraggon, president of the 
Women’s Trade Union League. At 
its conclusion it was decided to hold 
another meeting Friday afternoon at 
Central Library, to which executives 
of. large department stores will be 
invited, with the request that they 
tell their side af the strike situation. 
Members of all women’s organiza- 
tions also will be invited. 

Would Favor Arbitration. 

E. B. Baker, president of the Re- 
tail Clerks’ International Protective 
Association, addressing the meeting, 
said that if the department stores 
would recognize the right of em- 
ployes to organize, the clerks’ union 
would arbitrate the question of wage 
and working conditions.
